Our National Bird Threatened 
With Extermination Through 
Lack of Protection. 


Toe 


5,600 KILLED IN ALASKA 


Bounty Offered by the Territory Re- 
sulte in Heavy Slaughter in Two 
Years—Our Largest Bird 
of Prey. 
Wishington.—The bald-headed eagle, 
or the American eagle, ag it is more 
popularly known, the country’s na- 
tlonal bird and emblem, is rapidly be- 
ing exterminated. Unless something 
is done, ornithologists point out, to 
Prevent the destruction of this great 
bird, which ts now going on, it will 
become so scarce that it may ultl- 

mately become extinct. 

It is In Alaska that the American 
eagle 19 most abundant today, and it 
is there that the finest specimens are 
to be found. It ig in Alaska} too, that 
the eagle is in the gravest danger of 
extermination. In April, 1917, the ter- 
ritorial legislature of Alaska placed 
a bounty of 50 cents a head for every 
eagle and other birds of prey killed. 
Up to the end of April, 1919, in less 
than two years, it {9 estimated that 
6,000 eagles have been killed. They 
were, it was maintained, destructive to 
game, salmon and birds. 

It was only recently that ornitholo- 
gists awoke to the; gravity of the sit- 
uation confronting the eagles. The 
American Ornithologist union, an or- 
ganization of about 1,000 members 
composed of naturalists and scientists. 
Scattered everywhere throughout the 
United States, has now become arous- 
ed to the danger. The Museum of 
Natural History and other scientific 
institutions fs interested in the pres- 
ervation of the eagle, and ornitholo- 
giste everywhere are anxilous to do 
Something to save the bird from elimi- 
nation. 


Not Prolific Breeder, 

The bald eagle is anything but a pro- 
lific breeder; it raises not more than 
one or two young in a brood every year. 
The,dirds build their nests In big trees 
or in tall cliffs along the sea coasts. 
Their nests are 8 or 4 feet in diameter 
and are very conspicuous. In hunting 
the birds natives seek the nests. The 
old birds will fight to protect their 
young, and when the nests are attack- 
ed they hover about them. In this 
manner the parent birds are shot by 
natives, who then dispatch the young 
eaglets. The eagle is not a very clev- 
er or wary bird, neither is he a fast 
filer, and It is not always a difficult 
matter for hunters to slay him. 

“The bald eagle,” an ornithologist 
sald, “although a bird of prey, is not 
as destructive as has been represented. 
Smaller birds such as the hawk do 
far more damage. It feeds on fish 
preferably, and principally on dead 
fish. Jt will sometimes pursue a fish 
hawk ‘In order to steal the fish whieh 
the latter hag captured from the water. 
The bald eagle 1s useful since it de- 
stroys Jackrabbits, ground squirrels 
and other destructive animals. 

“It 19 not so much because of his 
alleged destructiveness, but because of 
a desire to obtain the bounty that he 
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prey, and in many respects the most 
striking and most splendid. Many 
false tales have been told and circu- 
lated about him. He has been pic- 
tured as ferocious when, tn truth, he 
has no natural enemies. He might be 
tempted to carry off a very young 
lamb, but tales of his carrying off 
babies or young children are untrue 
and uniust.

| for the fun of {t, or because a hunter 
could not resist the temptation to bring 
to earth such a prize.

Professor Goddard Will Make 
Tests With Working Models 
This Summer. 


SCIENTIFIC OBSERVATION AIM 


Measurements of Wind Velocity, Hu- 
midity, Temperature and Pressure, 
All of Which Enter Into Weather 
Forecasting, Chief Object. 


Washington, D. C.—First test of 
working models of rocket apparatus by 
which Prof. Robert H. Goddard hopes 
to reach altitudes above the earth’s alr 
envelope, and even the moon, will 
be made at Worcester, Mass., late in 
July or in August, It Is announced in 
a bulletin from the National Geo- 
graphic soclety’s Washington headquar- 
ters, 

“Should Professor Goddard’s theory 
prove workable by his demonstrations 
atthat time.” the bulletin states. “the | 
event may rank fn the history of a new 
superaviation science, as yet unnamed, 
along with the trial flights of the late 
Prof. Samuel P. Langley’s flying ma- 
chines. 

“But while the world ridiculed Lang- 
ley, and for a time regarded Bell's tele- 
phone and Morse’s telegraph as mere 
playthings, our amazing strides tn in- 
vention have created an open-minded 
attitude toward adventures In ingenu- 
ity, so that the Goddard experiments 
are being awaited with keen Interest.

pects of the device. More immediate 
Possibilities which Professor Goddard 
holds forth include the study of the 
aurora; of the short wave lengths in 
the spectrum of the sun which are en- 
tirely absorbed by the alr, and, at more 
moderate altitudes, measurements of 
wind velocity, humidity, temperature 
and pressure, all of which enter into 
weather forecasting. 

“Briefly, Professor Goddard’s theory 
is this: The best rocket which could 
be imagined is one in which all heat 
energy of the powder could be convert- 
ed. on burning, into energy of motlen. 
In addition this ideal rocket. would 
consist chiefly of the propelling mate- 
rial, or powder. With a rocket of this 
Sort it is evident that very great ranges 
would be obtainable with a compara- 
tively small initial mass of rocket. 

“In the case of the ordinary rocket 
neither of these conditions is realized, 
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powder its converted, on burning, into 
energy of motion. Furthermore, the 
powder constitutes but one-fifth the to- 
tal mass of rocket. So far the problem

May Be Set Out a as Early in | Recent vestigations Indicate That 


Spring as the Land Can |

GIVE SHALLOW CULTIVATION 


When Tops Begin to Die and Bulbs 
Are Full Grown Onions Should 
Be Pulled—Leeks Thrive on 
Any Good Soil.

For very early bunch onions it is 
the common practice to plant sets in 
drills 12 to 14 inches apart and 2 to 
3 inches apart in the row. The sets 
may be put out as early in the spring 
as the land can be prepared. 

For dry onions, sow the seed thickly 
in drills about 12 to 14 inches apart in 
the spring, as soon as danger from 
hard frosts is over. For early bulbs 
the seed may be planted in a hotbed 
or coldframe and the young plants | 
transplanted to the open when condi- 
tions are favorable. Plants 4 or 5 
inches high are of good size for trans- 
planting. 

Onlons require frequent, shallow 
cultivation, and it may be necessary 
to resort to hand weeding. When the 
tops begin to die and the bulbs are | 
full grown, the onions should be pulled 
and left in the fleld for a few days ! 
to dry. Then the tops should be | 
clipped off and the bulbs placed in | 
crates or bags and stored in a well. | 
ventilated place to cure. 

Early Green Onlons. 

Early green. onions may also be pro- 
duced from the multiplier or potato 
varieties planted in the autumn. The 
large bulbs of these onions contain a | 
number of “hearts,” or buds, and {f | 
planted will produce & number of | 
small onions. The small onions have 
but one “heart” and will produce large | 
bulbs. A few large bulbs should be 
planted each year, to produce sets for | 
fall planting. 

The top, or tree, onion produces a, 
number of bulblets on top of the stem. 
These small bulbs can be planted in | 
the autumn and will produce onions 
the following spring.

Leek. 


This plant belongs to the same class | 


as does the onion, but requires some- 
what different treatment. Leeks can | 
be grown on any good garden soll and 
are usually sown in a shallow trench. 
The plants should be thinned to stand 
about 4 inches apart in the row and 
the cultivation should be similar to 
that for onions. After the plants have 
attained almost full size, the garth is 
drawn around them to the héight of 6 
or 8inches in order to blanch the fleshy 
stem. The leek does not form a true 
bulb like the onion, but the stem is 
uniformly thick throughout. Leeks are 
marketed in bundles, like young onions 
and they may be stored the same as

Nitrogen fs the Element Most 
Likely to Be Needed. 
Orchard trees, like other crops, often 
are greatly helped by the judicious use 
‘of fertilizer, The grower, however, is 
often at a loss to know whether or not 
his trees need fertilizing and he 1s at 


an equal loss tu know what to tise te]: 


best advantage if any fertilizer is te 
be applied. ‘The appearance and the 
previous behavior of the tree is the 
best index to the tree’s needs, accord- 
tng to V. R. Gardner of the University 
of Missouri College of Agriculture., If 
the bearing tree has been making a 
strong, vigorous growth the new shoots 
each year being eight to twelve inches 
long; if ft has been producing large 
crops of goud-sized fruit, and if the 
follage has been abundant and of a 
healthy dark green color, there ts little 
need of fertilizer. On the cther hand 
if growth has been poor, crops poor 
and follage sparse and ght colored, 
fertilizer is probably needed. 

Orchard fertilizer investigations dur- 
ing recent years conducted In Afferent 
parts of the United States Indicate 
that nitrogen ts the element most likely 
to be needed by fruit trees. Apparent- 
ly this can best be supplied to fruit 
trees In the form of some quickly 
available commercial fertilizer, such 
as nitrate of soda or sulphate of am- 
monin. An application of five or six 
pounds of the nitrate or four or five 
pounds of the sulphate to the tree is 
generally enough for good results in 
the case of avernge-sized 12 to 25-year- 
old trees. The appleation should be 
made in early spring Just as growth 
Is starting and the material should be 
spread upon the land so as to cover 
an aren xround the trees at least equal
